Captain Berry Writes About the Mat 
vols and Peculiarities of a Med¬ 
iterranean. Islet. 


We arc indebted to Mr. B. P. Good¬ 
win of Mexico for the use of a very 
Interesting letter from the Island of 
Psyrx off the Coast of Crete, written by 
Capt, B. H. Berry, one of Mr. Good¬ 
win *s winter neighbors at Southern 
Pines, Is. G. Mr. Berry has travelled 
extensively and has had Juany interest¬ 
ing experiences when in company with 
Jiis nephew, who is engaged in the 
excavation of ancient cities. 

Accompanying the letter are pencil 
sketches of 37 different utensils made 
• of bronze, stone and baked clay, which: 
are among the many articles found in 
the buried city Of something like 37 
•centuries ago, before the use of iron. 
Was known. The bronze, stone and 
•clay work they had attained to show 
skill in manufacture, and artistic Sense 
in decoration. The lasting quality of 
these materials lms furnished to our 
day a visible record of the enterprise 
and capacity of those early workers. 
.Several sizes of bronze fish hooks Were 
shown, that in shape are exactly like 
those used today, Needles, pins, chisels, 
axe and spear heads fashioned from 
Bronze resemble in shape those common

Several styles of 
cups, vases and bowls were shown, that 
equal in beauty of outline any now in 
use.

commissioned officer today, the bronze 
plate resting on his arm formed a com¬ 
plete protection from moisture; and tin¬ 
der i(S center portion were two thick¬ 
nesses of a coarse brown material in 
perfect condition; possessing, after alt 
that lapse Of time, snfileient Strength 
of fiber to permit handling.

After the spring rains are over in 
April, vegetation advances very rap¬ 
idly. Grapes mature in July. Cherries 
afe already ripe, Gardeh truck is 
grown Ob low ground Where a rude 
form Of irrigation Is practiced. 

The natives live in small village com¬ 
munities around & large church struc¬ 
ture, and go out. for miles on the hill 
sides and in the narrow valleys to cul¬ 
tivate what they find the location will 
Support. A thin’ native wine is used by 
'all classes. Coarse black bread and 
jeans constitute their principle diet, 
with goat’s milk. Of meat they rarely 
eat, and pork fa hot appreciated at all, 
The men. Wear petticoats. The warmer 
the -cather, the more they surround 
their heads With coverings, 'they are 
strong and enduring, being great butdeu 
bearers, as mountain paths are; not in¬ 
viting to vehicles and only passable 
guard ’stltiox; here, as the terminal! ro human feet or the hoof of pony or 


donkey. From the scarcity of forage- 
these latter are an expensive luxury. 

I On the island soon after nightfall, 
just as you are about to drop off into 
forgetfulness, will be heard the most 
unutterably wierd sounds tending the 
air. Inquiry developed their origin to 
be a bird known in this region as 
' ‘Soul-lost. ’' Personal investigation 
developed that these abandoned shades 
of immortality take the form of sin- 
gulls, that arO evidently forever be- 
waifing their fate by uttering heart¬ 
rending lameutations, to which the 
sounds that go up from the wailing 
place at Jerusalem is a soothing har¬ 
mony.
